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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international 
application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nakatani et al. 
(U.S. 6667657). 

Regarding claims 1, 3-6, Fig. 1-2 of Nakatani discloses an apparatus as well as a method 
of amplifying a radio-frequency signal amplifier device, said amplifier device comprising: 
amplifier (10) means for amplifying a radio-frequency input signal RFin, a controllable 
feedback loop (20) for adjusting a gain and a bias voltage applied to the amplifier means for 
adjusting a current determining a noise level, the feedback loop and the bias voltage being 
arranged to provide at least two different modes, a first mode providing high gain and low noise 
for handling weak signals and a second mode providing low-gain power splitting for handling 
strong signals as mentioned e.g. in col. 8, lines 1-31, meeting claims 1 and 5. The circuit of 
Nakatani is the same as the circuit claimed having control means that are capable to handle "a 
third mode" for medium signals without further modification, thus meeting claims 3 and 6 as 
expected. In addition, the circuit of Nakatani (e.g., Fig. 1-2) can be read as "a product" 
comprising the amplifier device (Fig. 1,10) and means for selecting at least two different modes 
as mentioned in col. 8, lines 1-31, meeting claim 4. 

Regarding claim 2, Nakatani discloses everything claimed as applied to claim 1. In 
addition, Nakatani further discloses the amplifier device, wherein the amplifier device 
comprises mode selection means (Fig. 1, 22 and Fig. 2, 106 and 109), and the feedback loop is 
connected between an output (Fig. 1, P2) and an input (Fig. 1, PI) of the amplifier means, the 
feedback loop comprising at least a first resistor (Fig. 1, 23) and a second resistor (Fig. 1, MOS 
resistor 22) connected in parallel to each other, and wherein the second resistor (Fig. 1, MOS 
resistor 22) is connected with a switch (note: MOSFET can operate like a resistor as well as a 
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switch) controlled by the mode selection means, which also control the bias voltage applied to 
the amplifier means, meeting claim 2.
